DANGER OF DEFICIT SEEN

Chairman of Roll Call Urges Con-
tributions Be Made Before
November 30.

The sum of $45,000 is absolutely
necessary If the District of Columbia
Chapter, American Red Cross, is to
function at full strength for the com-
ing year, and in order to realize this
amount a personal appeal to the busi-
ness firms of Washington as well as
its citizens is to be made.

Chalrman Jochn H. Clapp of the
roll call announced today there was
grave danger of a defleit in the
quota, probably amounting to $25,000,
unless contributions came in at a
faster rate than up to date. Of the
$15,000 eeded to be raised by No-
vember 30, when the roll call ends,
only & little more than $12,000 has
been subscribed. At that rate only
about §20,000 will be realized at the
end of the roll eall, leaving the chap-
$25,000 short of the amount
neaded to carry it on for another
¥ear. BShould this happen not only
would many of the activities of the
chapter have to be curtailed, but
there would be no emergency fund
un hand for disaster work.

Flea to Washington Pablle.

It is felt by the Red Cross workers
in charge of the roll call that once the
citizens of Washington realize the im-
portance of raising the rest of the
$45,000 before November 30 It will be
contributed. A splendid staff of vol-
unteer workers has been tolling night
and day for the roll call, to spread Its
message before the people. It was
also pointed out that the roll call Is
the only appeal made by the local
Red Cross chapter for funds during
the year and that most of the money
ralsed thereby wlll be speent on Hed

Cross to take out memberships at one
dollar & year and, cognizant of this
fact, engine and truck commanders
are making a determined effort to
reach every man in order that the
work of the District Chapter may go
on unhampered for another year and
that added glory will come to the de-
partment. If the firemen as a body
reach the 100 per cent mark it will
be a record that never before hus
been established.

Fire Chief Watson stated today that

301 men out of 666 in the departmont
had joined the Red Cross; that 22
companles out of 38 had reported re-
turns, and out of these 22 companies
half were 100 per cent enrolled. The
balance were close to that marl.

Reports have not been requested
from the companies, nor will they un-
til the close of the drive, Chief Wat-
gon sald today, as it may be con-
structed that such action would indi-
cate that the department would hbe
closing up on the drive.
